Please be advised that the FBI is in receipt of a man uscript submitted by Retired FBI Special Agent ROBERT 
WITTMAN. The manuscript p rovides details about] 

I T Mr. WITTMAN has refused to comply with the FBI's required redactions. This 

litigation hold notice is being sent in anticipation of a civil lawsuit involving the manuscript. 

In anticipated or existing litigation, the discovery process may be used to obtain relevant records and other 
information to the claims asserted. To comply with applicable law that requires the FBI to preserve such 
information in whatever form it is generated and maintained, the Office of the General Counsel is issuing a 
litigation hold to preserve all relevant paper documents, electronic documents (ESI), property, and other things 
pertaining to the above described case and/or claims (hereinafter "relevant items"). 

You are therefore required to preserve all items which may be relevant to the above described civil action. This 
requirement applies to paper copies as well as ESI on computer systems; on removable or portable electronic 
storage media, including but not limited to thumb drives, floppy discs, and cds; and on your personal home or 
portable computer. All ESI and other relevant items, including but not limited to e-mails and other electronic 
conummications, word processing documents, spreadsheets, databases, calendars, telephone logs, internet usage 
files, network access information, and information on other kinds of media, including PDAs (such as Palm 
Pilots and BlackBerries), and digital voicemail, must be retained until resolution of this matter. ESI should be 
preserved in its originally-created, or "native" format. In addition, you should retain non-electronic documents 
and evidence in whatever form, including personal or desk files, calendars, notes, correspondence, drafts (partial 
or complete), policies, manuals, or other things relevant to the above described case or claims. Data destruction 
and back-up tape recycling policies must be discontinued until further notice. 

Failure to preserve and retain information may subject the FBI to the risk of court imposed sanctions. 

Consequently, if you are unsure whether certain information should be preserved, please err on the side of 
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caution and preserve the information. If you have any questions about how to preserve certain ESI, please 
contact ITS personnel assigned to your Division. If you have any questions regarding whether or not information 
in your possession may be relevant, please contact the undersigned OGC attorney assigned to this matter. 
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
